My  I .ord  and  Gentlemen — 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
Year  ended  31st  day  of  December,  1937,  upon  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of  Narberth. 

The  District  has  an  Area  of  80.248  Acres,  and  a Population  of 
10,050. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  District  is  £22,138  excluding  Tithes. 
The  nett  product  of  a id.  Rate  is  £94. 

It  is  situated  in  the  Eastern  part-  of  the  County  of  Pembroke, 
with  the  Prescelly  Mountains  on  the  North. 

The  length  and  width  is  18  miles  x 12  miles. 


The  character  of  the  District  is  hilly.  The  inhabitants  are 
mainly  of  the  agricultural  class.  A small  number  in  the  North  are 
employed  in  State  Quarries,  while  in  the  South  the  Coal  Industry  has 
been  revived,  the  collieries  yielding  anthracite  coal  of  an  exception- 
ally good  quality. 

The  only  other  industry  is  flannel  and  cloth  weaving.  The 
number  employed  in  this  work  is  steadily  declining.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  District  Council  has  almost  completed  a Scheme  which 
serves  the  greater  part  of  the  area,  and  is  a great  boon  to  the.  thickly 
populated  part  of  the  South. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Prescelly  Mountains,  and  is 
wholesome  in  character  and  plentiful  in  quantity. 

Several  smaller  schemes  have  also  been  completed,  bringing 
water  to  districts  which  were  pitifully  short  of  this  necessary  element 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  The  smaller  schemes  include:  — 

Lampeter  Village, 

Ludchurch, 

Crunwere, 

Martletwy, 

while  the  thickly  populated  Velfrey  Road  now  obtains  water  from  an 
adjoining  District  Council. 


RiVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

It  cannot  be  overlooked  Ihat.  pollution  does  occur,  namel^^the 
wash  from  farm  yards,  and  drainage  from  villages  and  dwelling- 
houses  situated  near  river  courses.  Every  village  and  group  of 
human  dwellings  should  be  drained  to  an  inexpensive  plant, .and  the 
effluent  therefrom  run  into  the  ground  after  passing  through  a filter 
bed. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

The  Shops  are  mostly  small,  employing  few  assistants.  The 
hours  are  short— not  exceeding  48  hours,  per  week.  Sufficient  time  for 
meals  is  allowed.

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

Constant  improvements  to  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  are  being 
maintained,  but  it  is  difficult  to  get  the  old  farming  school  to  adopt 
methods  which,  if  carried  out,  would  ensure  the  marketing  of  clean 
milk,  produced  under  absolutely  hygienic  conditions. 

Numerous  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  Sediment  Test, 
and  improvements  have  been  general. 

The  number  of  Cowkeepers  on  the  Register  is  960,  mostly  all  of 
whom  se.'l  liquid  milk. 


SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

It  may  be  safely  stated  that  two-thirds  of  the  inhabitants  con- 
nect up  their  drains  to  cesspools,  which  are  periodically  emptied. 
There  are  a few  parts  of  the  district  served  by  sewers  of  a sort,  but  it 
must  be  admitted  that  no  part  has  sewers  with  purifying  plants.  Pro- 
vided a Grant  and  a long  period  Loan  could  be  secured,  the  Council 
should  seriously  consider  the  sewering  of  the  more  thickly  populated 
districts  in  the  South. 


SCAVENGING. 

Removal  of  House  Refuse  is  carried  out  under  contract  at  the 
places  mentioned  below 

(1)  Velfrey  Road,  in  the  Parish  of  Lampeter  Velfrey. 

(2)  Portion  of  St.  Issefls,  Saundersfoot,  and  Kilgetty.

The  contents  of  Pail  Closets  are  also  removed  from  Velfrey 

Road. 

It  is  important  that  Refuse  should  be  removed  from  the  vicinity 
of  dwelling-houses,  as  its  retention  in  back  yards,  etc.,  tends  to 
breed  the  house  fly — a potent  carrier  of  disease.
